Chicago, Sept. 15.—George W, Fit* 
gerald, a former assorting teller *n 
the Chicago federal sub treasury, was 
arresrel 
by 
deputy 
United 
States 
marshals, charged with th** theft of 
SI73.MO that mysteriously disappeared 
from the Chicago sub-treasury on Feb 
19. 1907. 
Fitzgerald was arrested on a bench 
warrant, based on an Indictment re­ 
turned secretly by a federal grand 
Jury on Feb. 17. 1910. 
Three days after the Indictment wai 
retly returned, it was announce! 
that the statute of limitations ope) 
ated to stop possible criminal action 
In the case 
Secret Service on Constant Watch. 
Coincidently with this ruse, secret 
service men were detailed to watch 
Fitzgerald constantly and make a rigid 
investigation of the former teller's 
flnanrial Interests and affairs Rlscov 
erie* made by these operatives re 
suited In the order for Fitzgerald’s ar 
rest 
Fitzgerald was first taken to United 
States Marshal Hoy's office, where Ik 
was searched. 
He was then hand 
ruffed and placed In a cell Fitzgerald 
objected
